The life of Edward V was =0 briel and his
reign so entirely nominal, that it would be
absurd to give any estimate of iz charactor
asa King of England. We see him for a
moment #s a child, a mere puppet in the
hands of others, and then he digappears from
our sight for ever, and neilhér contemporary
curiokity nor modern research has been able
to penelrate the mystery which surronnds his
fate,

yet we seem to know with certainty nearly as
little of Richard III as of his unfortunate
nephew. ‘The writers of the succeeding

mwent of an unwmitigated stage villain, And
when we endeavor to ascertain the truth or

falsehood of this representation, which, not- |

withstanding the ooccasional skepticism on
the part of a few clever writers, has been
generally received as true, we find ourselves
reduced almost entirely to a choice between
the statements of unfriendly writers and the
inferences os to character which we may think
ourselves justified in drawiog from a few
ascertaived facts, generally isolated, and
some of which are not incapable of more
than one interpretation. Under such ciroum-
stonces, an estimate of Richard must be ne.
cegsarily imperfect, and on some poiats open
to doubt, but we think that some leading
features in his character may be ascortained
with tolernble certainty.

If the popular judgment has been 50 vio-
lently unfavorable to Richard. it is, on the
other band, almost impossible for any eandid
apd impartial student of history not to foel
disposed to take up the defense of a man
whose memory has been exposed to such un-
friendly criticism. Whether Richard was the
villain he is said to be or not, it is guite cor-
tain that his traditional oharacter is drawn
by those who were either violently prejudiced
against bhim, or interested in blackening his
fame—the partisans or flatterers of the prince
who had dethroned and slain him. Denun-
ciation proceeding from such a source cannot
fail to rouse a suspicion that something
might have been saia on the other side, if
Richard had been as fortunate in his biogra-
phers as some of his predecessors, and we
seem to be making ourselves acces-
sories to an act of injustice in adopt-
ing without hesitation evidence so
palpably one-sided. This feeling is con-
firmed when we find that, in one instaunce at
least, tbe change of kings operated in a very |
suspicious juanner on the tone adopted by an |
historical authority. One of the most vio-
lent denouncers of Kipg Richard iz John
Rous, the antiquary and historian, who wrote
his history under the Honse of Tudor. But
fortunately for us, and unforinnately for his
reputatien, we possess a roll of the Earls of
Warwick, drawn up by him in the reign of
Richard, one copy of which has escaped the
politic alterations of the author. In this we
find bim describing Richard as “‘in his realm
(ruling) full commendably, puunishing offen-
ders of hia laws, especially extortioners aad
oppressors of his Comuwous, and cherishing
those that were virtuous; by the which dis-
creet guiding he gat great thanks of God,
and love of all his subjects, rich and poor,
and qrooi Jaud of the peopls of all other
lands abont him.” Of econrse, an historical
student will do well to distrost this panegy-
ric a8 much as the subsequent denunciation,
but the case may serve as a warning sgainst

With his unele, who supplanted him |
on the throne, the case is very different, and |

receiving blindly the statements of the Tudor
historiaps. On the other hand, we must not
bejmisled by the fact of exceptional injustice
baving probably been done to the memory of
Richard by these historians into the idea that
he was in realitytn no respect such a man as
they bave depicted him, and that their por-
irait is a pure invention, ratherthan an ex-
sggeration and caricature of the real man.
As far a8 OKr present materials
enable us to judge, it seoms
to us that, quite independently of their |
representations, the character of Richard is
not one which is deserving of much admira.
tion, or even of high intellectual respect,
He was nol, indeed, the exceptionally bad
man among bis contemporaries that his Tudor
biographers have made him;: Le was probably
a better man than several of those whose

reputalions have been whitewashsd by them, |

but he certainly was neither a good man nor
8 very wise or great sovereign. Indeed, it
seemis to ns that in depicting a snccessful
villain these writers have nnconsciously given
bim credit for an undue amount of intellectual |
capacity.

The first psint which requires notice with
respect to Ricbard of Gloncester is the short-
ness of his life. The popnular mind cherishes
the idea of an elderly villain, bat the fact is
that Richard was killed before he bad com-
Eleted his thirty-third year. The actions of

is life are, therefore, those of a young man,
snd should be judged in a corresponding
liiht The next point is, that the epoch at
which he becomesa responsible agent in the
political events of that age mnst be placed
much later than is popularly imagined, and
that consequently the time of his supposed
political machinations must be limited to a
comparatively few years, There wns an in.
terval in age of ten years between him and
his brother I'dward, and on the first acoession
of the latter to the throne Richard was only
between eight and nine years old. Ile was
only just eighteen when he took refuge with
Edward in Flanders, during the temporary
restoration of Henry VI, and he bad not
completed Lis nineteenth year when he dis-
tinguished himself by his valor in the deci-
sive battles of Barnet and
Tewkesbury, and when Henry  died
in the Tower, Hs was little more than
twenty-six when his brother George of Cla-
rencé died in the same fatal fortress, and he
bad not completed his thirty-first year at the
date usually assigned as that of the murder
of his two nephews. Even his undonbtedly
premature appearance on ihe stage of pub-
ic life and the natural prococity of his cha-
racter ean only modify to a corfain extent
this consideration of his comparative youth,
His political life can hardly have commenced
in any true sense of the term until after his
brother's restoration in 1171, and twelve
years only are therefore left for the conocept
tion and consummation of all that villainy
which is supposed to have enlminated in the
wurder of the young princes: and estimating
be nature of these machinations, we must
ecollect we are speaking of life between the
sges of nineteen aud thirty-one.

Richard, the eleventh of the twelve children
- of Richard, Duke of York, was born on the
2d of October, 1452, during the short interval
of tranquillity which followed the first
~ mrmed struggle between the houses of York
and Beaufort—a contest in a later stage of
' which Le himself perished. And here we are
at once encountered by the calumuies of

later historisns, who attribote to him a for-
bidding personal deformity. The truth seoms
10 be that Richard, unlike his brothers Ed.

ward and Gieorge, was puny in growth aud |

sickly in constitution. Hia person was shorl
nnd slight, and though the limbs wera aom.
pretly knit, he was not musgenlarly strong.
His faoce, if wemay judge from contemporary
descriptions and existing portraits, was very
peculisx, It was rather short than long,
but the confrast between the broad
forehead and prominent ohoak-
lones and the sunken cheeks gave an
fappearance of elongation to the whole face.
The npper part of the forehead was not at
gll full, but there was a marked protuberance
immedintely above the eyebrows. The mnose
was well formed, and slightly aquline. seem.
ing lo indicate sense and fair sagaeity, The
eyes—ihe interval between which was very
small—geem in the portraits dreamy and self.
centred, and tha brow is contracted intoa
lock of painful and anxions thought, ap-
proaching in one portrait to something almost
sinister. The chin is partienlarly well formed,
firm, bt prepoesessing: the lips are very thin,
and closely compressed almost into a single
lire. The anburn bair falls in thick straight
werstes on each side of his face, after the
fashion of his brother Edward, and indeed of
that nge generally. The impression left by
the face i8 that of deep and anxions brooding.
sud of an intensely mervous but highly-
strung organization.

It 15 certainly not a face which inspires
confidence, though it excites an uncemfort-
able interest. It is certainly, however, not
the face of a vulgar hypoerite and assassin,
any more than it is that of a man of noble
and frank natore. The deformity exaguer-
ated by his maligners probably really con.-
gisted in one shonlder being rather higher

| than the other; he was certainly not a hunch-

back in the sense which the word nsually im- |

plies. He was active in his habits, and
courageons and enterprising in his spirit in a
more than ordinary degree. His manners,
on the other hand, seem to have been (uiet
and reserved; his eyes, as the [])urtmita nlso
testify, are anid to have been habitually mild
in expression, but became fierce and threaten-

ing when his passion was once thoroughly |

roused, He was conrteous and pleasing in
bis address, and he appears to have exercised
when he chose an extraordinary fascination
over those with whom he came in contaot,
But with one or two exceptions the power he
thus obtained over the minds of others was
trapsient in its character, and, as a rule, he
seemws to bave been nnable to retain the con-
fidence which he so strangely gained.
cis, Lord Lovell, indeed—**Lovell onr dog”—
who appears to bave been a ward of -ths great

Maker, and abont whose ultimate fate sucha
mystery hangs, clung to Richard to the last
with n fidelity worthy of the animal which
gave him his sobdguet. John and Thomas
Howard—the 3**jockey of Norfolk"—and his

gallant son, Surrey, were also true in the |

hour of danger, but they bad certainly a
strong personsl interest in the maintenance of
the power of Richard. Most, however, of the
men whom he seemed to have gained for the
tine, forsook or betrayed him, The two in-
frmous Stanleys would probably have be-
trayed any one, if such a course seemed to
open a path to their sggrandizement. DBut
Hastings, whom ha is said to huve al one
time loved better than any man, and who
stoad by him stoutly in the first crisis of his
struggle with the Woodvilles, shook off his
friendrhip immediately afterwards, and
conght his destruction. Percy, tho restored
Larl of Northumberland, whom ke honorad
and trusted, and who seemed bonnd to his
interests, betrayed him on the very field of
Boswerth. Henry Stafford, Doke of Back-
inghem, who had seemed his alter egn, de-
ceived him grossly. though he did not escape
f just reward for his dissimulation and treach.
ery. On the other hand, Richard wou over
Queen  Elizabeth Woodyille, and all
but won her son the Marqnis of Dorsst, even
after be was publicly eredited with the mur-
der of the Princes: and the yonng Elizabeth
of York would have been willing, it seewms,
to aceept the hand of Richard's son, even if
the story is false that sbe wonld gladly have
become the wife of Richard himself. Thess,
again, all failed him in the hour of need.
In fact, ‘men appeared to be won and lost
again by him in an equally sudden and in-
compreliensible manner. It would almost
seem as if Richard, while he possessed the
power of discovering and appealing sucosss-
fully to some strong feeling or desire in the
wind of another, was not capable of grasp-
ing & character a8 8 whole, and through
this imperfect apprehension lost the hold he
bad at first gained. Much of his ill-judged
violence, and equally ill-judged eonfidence,
way be traced to this cause. He destroyed
Hastings, whose interests, by a little judi.
cions moderation and management, might
bave been identified with his own; and he
alienated Duckingham by his disregard of
some strong wish of the latter, after he bad
made him only too powerful by his lavish
generosity, The extravagant confidence he
placed in the Stanleys is notoriouns, and it is
alone sufficient to discredit his penetration
into character, If Richard was a hypocrite
sud a dissembler, he certainly was a very
poor proficient in his art, for it is an im.
petuons rashness and imprudence of cou-
duct, and an impatience of difliculties,
which made him always eut the Gordian knot,
inatead of attempting to unloose it, that ap-
pear to be his characteristics, Under this
jnfluence he was always either too violent or
too generous, It seemed as if he restrained
his excitability, and concealed it under a
smwiling face just long enough to give the
uncomfortable impression of & deep and de-
signing nature, and then gave vent to it on
some momentary opcasion, with the excess
aud alandon of a man who took no thought
before bhe acted. It seemed asif his judg-
ment were not well-balanced enough to see
any mediom between biind confidence and
blind violence, His brother Edward's mind,
even when geemingly palsied by sensual indul-
gence, wasalwaysclear, benlthy,and active; that
of Richard was perplexed, morbid, and rest-
lesn, He gave an impression of violence and
irregularity far beyond the natural import of
bis actiops. There was searcely & public man
then alive who might not (as far as his moral
character in concerned ) have eommitted most
of the acts of cruelty attributed to Richard;
but Ly his mode of action he gave to them a
charscter of exceptional atroeity which goes
far beyend the actual fact. And 8o men came
to attribute a natursl and systematic oruelty
tbat was really alien to Richard's nature,
which was quite as much addicted to an ex-
cees of compassion and generosity as to any-
thing in the opposite direction, He was
accordingly credited with nearly all the sus-
picious deaths of the period, of several of
which be was certainly innogent,

The young Edward, Henry VI's son, ap-
pears to have been killed in battle, calling out
{o his brother-in.law, Clarence, whom he saw
in the op te ranks, to save him: and
Richard bad nothing whatever Lo do with the
event. Henry VI himealf died, not improba-
Lly, though not certainiy. from violence; but
the mere mention of the presence of Richard

s lad of eighteen) in the T(?W&l’ aboatl the
supposed time of the death, is the only plece
of evidence 10 connect him with the deed,

and ar the Queen and family of Edward were
nlso resident in the Tower at the same time,
this comen to very little. Clarence'a destroc-
tion appears, from the indictment againat
him, lo have been the work of the Qaeen's
family. The esecution of Haslings and
of Rivers and the other members
of the Woodville family have all the appear-
ance of acts cornmitted at the instigation of
gomwe andden feeling of resentment and alarm.
The Woodyilles were only committed, to safe
custody as long as it seemed that Hastings
was their enemy; they were executed after
the seiznre and excention of Hastings had
probably Jed to the disclosure of some more
of the facts of their recent plotting with that
nobleman., The death of Hastings was evi.
dently an act of resentment and alarm on the
discovery of the Lontile position he had sud-
denly aesumed.  Of the death of the young
Princes it is not essy to speak, since wa raally
know nothing ns to their fate. Dot the
probability seems to be that something like
the common story aciually happened: and, at
any rate, Richard must be held responsible
for their disappenrance, since he never pro.
duced them, when it became his manifest in-
terest thus to refute the acounsations against
him. That he certainly gave
gpecial  rewards to the mon to
whom common opinion afterward ! attributed
the deed is a fact of eompar tively liltle
weight, since the most trnsied of his confi-
dential agents would be just those to whom
the public wounld be likely to assign the com-
misgion of the deed; but the coincidence of
the reward of these persons with the sup-
poted time of the Princes' deaths is of
sglightly more importance. On the other hand,
the conduct of Henry VII to the man who
had the charge of the Tower at the fime of
the supposed murder, and to whom the ar-
rangement of the deed was popularly athi-
buted, is very strange, ou the supposition
that that King believed the ncousation against
him to be true. The hypothesis that this sl-
leged assassin, Sir James Tyrrell, revealed
the fact of his complicity in the murder ouly
on the eve of his subgequent execution for
trenson is purely gratuitons, and comes to
nothing, as Henry conld always have easily as.
certaived if Tyrrell had the onastody
of the Tower at the time of the
alleged murder. On the whole, wa must
reel satisfied with the leading facts that the
Princes disappeared in the autumn of 1183,
just in the crisis of an attempted insurrec-
tion in their behalf, and that Richard (as far
a8 onr present knowledge nllows us to spaik)
never denjed that they wera dead, had him-
cell crowned aguin at York just about that
time, and never produced the boys when the
portisans of Henry of Richmond proclaimed
their murder, nud when their reappsarance
wonld bave been a death-blow to the hopes
of that pretender, and a matter of compara-
tively little risk to himself, It is probable,
then, that Riehard, without premeditating
their deaths, bad them destroved on s sud-
den access of nervous alarm, and thus gave
another signal proof of Lis fatal impetuosity
and went of judgment. Thero can
be little doubt that the deposition of the
young King Edward was not an unpopnlar
act, and that Richard, if he had raled with
ordivary steadiness and moderation, might
have defied all the efforts of the young King's
partisans; while bis existence was always an
obstacle to the pretensions of Ienry of Rich-
mond, and of all other possible pretenders,
But by destroying bim thus hastily. Richard
not ouly threw away his best card and com-
milted an nvnwise and nnnecessary erima, but
broke up the Yorkish party forever, and gave
acry to all his adversaries of which they
cogerly availed themselves. It is not at all
imwpossible that Buekingbam (whose preton-
gions fo the Crown were notorions) made
Ricbard his cat’s-paw to remove one great
obatacle in the young P'rinces, and then tried

destroy Richard himsell. ‘The subsequent
attempts of Richard to conciliate Quesn Eliza-
beth and the Woodvilles, and to unite their
interests with his own, were a vain offort to
escape from the consequences of this and
other previous politieal blunders.

The public policy and government of
Richard were marked by the same general
character of discontinuity,nnd excess in oppo-
site directions, which muarked his personal acts,
He was always either the ardent reformer and
rigid censor of morals, or the lavish patron
und the ostentatious imitator of his brother's
stately magnificence. He did many worthy
things, and corrected abuses; but his gov-
erpment was unsystematie, his poliey change-
able and inconsistent, and his geod and evil
acts alike intermittent and disproportionate
to the occasion. Buch an administration is
even more hostile to o settled state of society
than one of
sense of personal insecurity and the
nervous alanmws to which he was himself sub-
jeot, secmed to communicate themseslves to
the kingdom over which he ruled, and with-
ont ary definite causes of complaint against
his Govegnment, and witha certain conscious-

pess that bhe was in some respects an able, |

and, generally, not an ill.-disposed ruler, the

his reign, snd at length submitted guietly,
though without any eagerness, to the succes-
sien of aman of whom they knew nothing,
except that he belonged in some way to the
royal family of England, and bad relieved
them from a state of painful uncertainty and
sl EDEe,

That Richard was not a sufficiently bad
man to be beyond the paogs of remorse has
been deduced from the fact of the numerous
chantries he erected in the places connected
with some of his violent acts to pray for hia
own sonl or those of his vietims. But this

act was probably as much one of superatition -
as of regret, for his mervous temperament |

seers  to bave rendered him partioularly
sensitive to superstitious feelings. Bat a
feeling of remorse aud a sense of retri-
bution may bave mingled with the bitter
agonpy with which, according to a tole.
rebly  relinble  chromicler, le was
tortured almost to madness on receiving the
news of the death of his only legitimate son,
on the anpiversary of the death of his brother
Fdward, Richard was a desply-affectionate
fatber and a devoted husband, aud there is

| probably no calumny more base than that

which attributes to him the gradoal peisoning
of his wife, soon after the sad event with
which they biad both been nearly distracted.
Appe was of a consumptive family, and her
death was probably precipitated by that of
her sen,

On the whole, as far as we can read his |

character, Richard was no deliberate yillain,
and not in naturel disposition evil-minded or
cruel, But his character and his acts were
the result of a disordered nervous tewmpers-
went, snd an impatient and unstable will, As
the second man in the Btate, under a sove-
reigu (such as his brother Edward) whom he
trusted and looked up to, he might hayve been
an able and high—mins«i administrator. When
left to himsell he had neither jundgment nor
self-.confidence, and became a violent man and
